LoMMiN, AufT. •■). — The secretary of 
the Chilian lei,'ation is authority for the 
statement that larye snins of money 
have been contributed by interested Eu- 
ropeans to detain, and if possible, to de- 
stroy the new Chiliaa ships of war. The 
opposition showa to pwnuttiim tha iron- 
clada to obtain crews is known, the sec- 
retanr says, to have bean inspired from 
London. 

Bat a few weeks ago a collection was 
taken np among the leading firms friend- 
ly to their insurgents, ostensibly for 
use in providing for sick and injnrra for- 
eigners in Chili, hot really the object be- 
ing to purcase the favor of tboas who 
might be in a position to assiat Iba IB- 
surgeuts and damage Balmaoeda. 

In Lisbon the money plan waa more 
inflnential than in FBria. The Portu- 
guese oftlcials were hungry for bribes, 
and accepted with voradty the sums 
offered by the Cuugressionalists. When 
one of tho new Chilian ironclads ap- 
peared in the harbor of Lisbon, the 
Portngncse officiahi tried to earn the 
bribes they had received, by refusing to 
permit the vessel to obtain recruits 
either as sailors or marines. 

The Ihrrams managed, however, to 
get recruits and is now safely on its way 
to America. The Chilian legations, 
both in London and Paris, are highlv in- 
dignant over the treatment that Balma-

Mr. C. Y. AVilson, State Commissioner 
of Agriculture, has issued his report for 
the month of .Tuly. H(> says: 

"Tlie season has generally lieeii favor- 
able for corn. In somelocalities the rain- 
fall has been insufilcient, and the crop in 
such sections has been materially injured. 
In other localities there has been some 
complaint of the root louse, especially on 
high, thin land. Taking all things to- 
gether, the corn crop is fully up to the 
standard of average years. The stand is 
generally good, and all early planting is 
now in full silk and tassel, and much of 
tiie earliest in full roasting ear. One more 
good rain will make a good crop of the 
early ))lanting, but it will teqidre a sea- 
sonable August to fully develop the later 
planting. In many localities there has 
been serious neglect in cultivation. On 
gooil land, with proper cultivation, the 
crop is very promising. , 

" Wheat— The crop has all been stacked 
in good condition, and much of it has 
been threshed and sold. Some of the 
best counties, taking Christian for exam- 
ple, are not making the yield that was 

exi>ected. and the (pialit v is not so yood 
as thought to be before threshing, wliile 
in other localities the yield is larger than 
expected, and (juality above an average, 
■one farmer reporting, near Bagdad, in 
SiiolhT Oottaty, an average of forty bush- 
el s yor aero. 

From the best information to date from 
all sources, the State average will be 
fourteen bushels to the acre. This aver- 
age will no doubt be changed to some 
extent after the crop is all threshed. 

"Tobacco— Of late years there has been 
several hindrances to a useful tobacco 

el l i|i ; one lieiii;; the leiuinl system, anoth- 
er the disposition to |)Iunt more than 
could be properly handled, both as to 
cultivation and hon-e tooni. There is no 
crop that requires more painstalring and 
intelligent handling tlian tobacco. Its 
profitable i^roduction dejicnds almost en- 
tirely upon the cultivation, handling, as- 
sorting, ordering and its proper presen- 
tation in the market in strictly merchant- 
able shape. The present crop was gener- 
ally set in goo<l time, with vigorous and 
stalky plants, the stand being exception- 
ally gwxl. Yet, the crop is uneven. Some 
of it is now in full top, and much of it yet 
in the clods. Tobacco should be set in a 
compact soil. Where this was not the 
casi', the roots did not take good hold, 
and could not assimilate the plant food, 
and in dry sections the vigor of the plant 

was destroyed by the soil dryin;,' out on 
account of its loose and porous condition. 
The crop is fully an average in condition 
and stand, much of it being especially 
promising. In the burley section proper, 
the least favored in rain and general con- 
ditions are the counties of Bath, Mont- 
gomery, Clark, Mercer and Jessamine. 
The least favored in the dark sections are 
the counties of Caldwell, Crittenden, Liv- 
ingston and Lyon. There is much com- 
jdaint also in Hart, Barren, Metcalfe, 
Warren and Green. The stemming dis- 
drict proper, most of the Clarksvflle and 
Paducah districts, api)ear to have prom- 
ising prospects. . In the burley district, 
except the counties named, the prospect 
is fully up to an average. 

" liemp— The outlook is not promising 
for a Uirge yield of hemp. The reports 
are conflicting, but all indicate anaver- 
ap' condition of 70 per cent, compared 
with a good season. 

" Fruits -The peach crop is exception- 
ally a good one, the trees all bending 
miller the burden of this most delicious 
fruit. The apple crop is fully up to the 
standard of an average. The grape crop 
is very promising. All of the smaller 
fruits liave been very abundant. 

"Potatoea— Irish potatoes are fully up 

to anaverage year. The finest specimens 
of Kaily Hose 1 have ever seen were sent 
to this oflloe from Franklin Ooonty. The 
sweet potato crop is looking well. 

" General Summary— Corn, acreage 100, 
condition 103; wheat, aoreage 106, qoal- 
ity last year 110; tobacco, acreage com- 
pared with average, 90, condition and 
stand 100; hemp, condition 70; peachea, 
compared with last year, 102; apples, 
amount compared with last year, 119; 
clover, condition compared with last year, 
(Ki; timothy, 85; pastures 80; garden 
produota, 104; Irish potatoea, oonditk>n 
compared with last year, U2; sweet po- 
tatoes, condition comparad with last year, 
110; MWghum, condition oompared with 
hist year, 10(), An elaborate summary of 
crops will be given at the close of the 
crop Beasw. " '

A force of hands will lie placed at work 
this week cleaning up tlie rubbish and 
leveling up Xtt» gronnd about the new 
buildings. 

The new grand stand is 250 feet long, 
and its seating capacity is amply large 
enougli to accommodate with ease the 
big crowds that the fair and races always 

attract. It is situated farther west than 
the old one, the main entrance being di- 
rectly opposite the drive from the pike 
where it crosses the railroad. It i.s also 
farther away from tlie track tlian tlieold 
one, there beiny a wide promenade be- 
tween the track and the lower walk. 
Half the seats are arranged with back 
rests, and are, of course, much more com- 
fortable, an improvement that will be 
appreciated by the fair-goers.

There is nothing omitted 
from the statement wliich whould ap 
pear there exeept minor coins, nicbeii- 
and pennies, ana they are left out of all 
the reports because of the dilliciilty m 
estinMiting the amount of them in use 
As the anionnt at Ih*- jiresent time i-- 
cert^tinly yreat^'r tliun in th« ettrisei 
years, their omiKsion will not }>e ud- 
faTorablT ftriticiaed by those who con- 
tend that than li MW » amrdtir of 
money. 

To Rl«te all the facta in a few words, 
the amount of uioncv in (arc^latioo in 
im> wax about |.l.!,'.,tHK»,0O(», uod the 
amount per tvapita whm (lU.K'i, In tMi'i 
there were f72;j,000.000 in ciwulation 
and the per capita amonnt was $90.8(i.

Very Smart Scheme Worked to 0«t Intc

Chicago, Aug. 5.— The treasury 
oflScialfi here haye discovered what they 
belieTe to be a new and derer trick by 
Chinamen to evade the Chlnaae ezclu- 
doD lawa. They reeairad information 
thataeren Cbinamea were stopped on 
the northweatem bolder talil Wedneeday 
as they were about to enter tiiia country. 
They had certificates signed by citizens 
of Chicago, averring that tney were 
Chicago merchants. The officials also 
have advices from Montreal that 
twenty-six of these alleged merchant* 
have left there for this city, each 
with a certificate.
